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INGS are Jure Divino, by Divine Right to be obeyed, and not by 
14 violent force of Subjects to be reſiſted, although they a& wickedly; 
Prov. 8. 15. By me Kings Reign, Dan. 3. 21. He removeth Kings and ſet- 

; teth up Kings, Prov. 16.10, ADtivine .ſentence is in the lips of the King. 
Prov. 21. 1. The K:ng*s Heart is in the hand of the Lord, Job 34.18. If it fit to ſay 
to a-King thou art wicked, and to Princes, ye are unzedly;, Prov. 24. 21. Fear thou the 
Lord and the King, and meadle not with them that are given to change. Ecclel. 8. 2. 
I Counſel thee to keep the King's Commandement, Exod. 22. 28. Thou ſhalt not ſpeak 
evil of thy Prince, nor detratt the Magiſtrate, 2 Pet. 2.17, Fear God, Honour the 
King. Ecclel. 10. 20. Curſe not the King, no mot in thy thought, 1 Sam. 24.6. The 
Lord forbid that I ſhould do this thing unto my Maſter, the Lord's Avointed, to ſtretch 


forth my hand againſt him, ſeeiag he is the Lora's anointed, It is God that hath 


placed 
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placed Kings in their Thrones for ever, their Commiſſion is Sealed by the Hand 
of God, though it run during his good Will and Pleaſure. The wiſe Heathen 
could ſay, That the Power of goed Kings1is by the ſpecial Ordinance of God, of 
evil ones by his Permiſſion. The firſt are Badges and Pledges of his Mercy, the 
ſecond of his Fury. A Father hath a Divine Power to Rule his Son, a Maſter 
his Servant, elſe the Scripture had never mace Divine Injunctions, inveſtin 
them with Rights of Abſolute Pawer-over them, and yer the Scripture alſo 
hgnife that notwithſtanding thoſe Rights are Divine, there are Obligations 
allo upon the Father and Maſter, .to the Son and Servant, ſucha Paternal, . 
lute, Divine Right it is that the Kings of Exziapd have claimeg and: exerciſed 
over their Subjects, as rhax in allrcimes (Zes Curr7r) the Lawghave genera y 
run in courſe for the preſervation of all the Rights and Liberties of the People, 
as well as thoſe of the Crown. 

From which Premiſles none, unleſs thoſe who deny the Scripture, can deny 
the'e Conſequences, That the 7urs regalia of Kings are holden in Heaven, and 
cannot for any cauſe cicheat to their Subjects : that active obedience is to be 
yielded to the King as Supream , in'omnibes /icits , in all things lawful. But 
:f God for the Puniſhment of a Nation, ſhould (et up a Tyrannical King, Secundun 
voluntatemn | ravan nou rationgme ret anyrepentem , Goyerning by his depraved 
Will againſtReaſon, and commanding things contrary to the Word of God, we 
' muſt not by force of Arms Rebel againſt him ; but rather than ſo (if not pre- 


vailing by Petition. unto-himp, or elcaping by flight &om Him ) patiently ſub-

jet to the loſs of our Lives and Eſtates, and in that caſe , arma poſtra ſunt 
preces neſtrg , ,n% poſunya, nes (decemes aliter reſitere , our Prayers ad Tears 
ſhould fight, and not our Swords: for who can lift up his Hand againſt the 
Lord's anointed, and be guiltleſs this in Scripture we find practiced by God's 
People to-Pharavh, Exod, 5. x. and the ſame People to Nebuchad-nezzer , a Ty- 
rant, were commanded to perfqrm Obedience, qgad to Pray for him, though 
there was no wickedneſs algoſt which he was not guilty of. His Succeſſor 
Darius, Daniel obeyed, and ſaid, O King live for ever, Daniel 6. 21. for now no 
private perſon hath with Ehzd, Judges 3. 31. extraordinary Commandment 
trom God to kill Princes, nor no perſonal: Warrant from God, as all ſuch perſons 
had, who attempted any thing againſt the Life even of Tyrants, 1 fine pradents 
fecit ratione vetuſt as, : : 

2. The King hath His Title to the Crown, and to His Kingly Office 
and Power , not by way of Truſt from the People , but by inherent Birth- 
righr, immediately from God, Nature, and the Law, 1. Reg. Jac. 1. lib, 7, 12. 
Caluvin's Caſe. 

3. Rex Arglie eft perſona mixta, cum ſacerdote, ſay qur Lawyers, He is a Prieſt 
as well as a King; heis anointed with Qyl, as the Prieſts were at firſt, and 
afterward the Kings of 1ſrac/; to intimate that his Perſon is-Sacred and Spiritual, 
and therefore at the Coronation, hath put upon him a Sacerdotal Garment, 
' called the-Datmerzca, or Colpbinr , and other Pricitly Velts : and alſo:before the 
Reformation of -Eneland, when the Cup in the Sacrament was denyed to the 
Laity, the King, as a Spiritual Perſon, received in both kinds. By thele and the 
Seripture Proof, it is clear to any unprejudiced perſon, That they have their 
Power from God, and are Acconntable to none but him for the good or bad ule 
they make of ir.

2, Infinitenels ; the King in a manner is every where,and preſent in all Courts, 
and therefore it 1s thit he cannot be non-ſuited, and that all Acts of Parliament 
that concern the King are general, and the Court mult take notice withour 
pleading them, for he is in all, and all have their part in him.

4. Soveraignty and Power , all the Land is holden of the King,no Attion lyeth 
againſt him, for whocan command the King £ he may compel his Subjects to go 
out of the Realm to War, hath abſolute Power over all, tor by a clauſe of zo 
obſtante, he may diſpenſe with a Statute, though the Statute ſay, ſuch diſpenſation 
ſhall be meerly void.

5. Perpetuity; The King hath a perpetual Succefſion, and never dierh, for in 
Law it is called the demiſe of the King, and there is no zter-regnum, A gilt tothe 
King goeth to his Succeſſors, though not named, for he is a Corporation of 
himlelf, and hath two capacities, (to wit) a Natural Body, in which he may 
inherit to any of his Anceſtors, or purchaſe Lands to him, and the Heirs of his 
Body, which he ſhall retain, although he be afterwards temoved from his Royal 
Eſtate ; and Body Politick, in which he may purchaſe co him and his —_—_—_ 
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of Exgland, or to him and hisSucceffors, yet both Bodies make but one individual

6. Juſtice; 'The King can dono wrofhg, therefore'cannot be a Diſſeiſor, he is 
all Juſtice , ver!tas & juſtitia, faith Bratton , circa ſolium ejus, they are the two 
Supporters thardo hold up his Crown, he is'medtions regnt , pater patrie, ſponſus 
regni qni per annulum, is eſpouſed to his Realm at his Coronation, he is Gods Lieu- 
tenant, and is nut able todo any unjuſt thing.

8. Omniſcience ; When the King licenceth expreſly to alienate an Abbot, &c. 
which is in 220772472, he needs not make any non v;/tante of theStatutes of azortmain, 


for it is apparent to be of the Law, and therefore ſhall not be intended wiſcoru- 


ſant of the Law, for preſumitur rex habere omnia Jura in ſcriniopettoris ſui. 2 Iufl.gg. 
and therefore ought to have a Negative Voice in Parliament, for heis the Foun- 
tain of Juſtice from whence the Law floweth. For no King'can be named in 
any time made in this Kingdom by the People; a Parliament never made 
Kings, for they were Kings before ; and Parliaments themſelves are Summoned 
by the King's Writ, | 

High Treaſon can be. committed againſt none, but the King's Sacred Perſon, 
neither is any thing High Treaſon, but what is declared fo to be by. the Statute. 
25 Ed.3.c.21. to levy War againſt the King, to compals or imagin his Death, 
or the Death of his Queen, -or of his Eldeſt Son, to Counterfeit his Money, or 
his Great Scal, to Imprifon che King until he agree to certain Demands, to Levy 
War, to alter Religion, or the Law, to remove Counſellors by Arms, or the 
King from-his Counſellors, be-they evil or good, .by Arms. to ſeize the King's 
Forts, Ports, Magazine of War, to Depoſe the King, or to adhere to any State 
within or without the Kingdom , but the King's Majeſty, is High Treaſon, for 
which the Offenders have Judgment, 

Firſt, To be drawn to the Gallows. | 

Secondly, There to be hang'd by the Neck, and cut downralive. Wt 

Thirdly, His Intrails to be taken out of his Belly,and he being alive to be burnt 


before him. 
Fourthly, That his Head ſhould be cut off. 


Fifthly, That his Body ſhould be cur in four parts. 
Sixthly, That his Head and his, Quarters ſhould be put where the King our 


Sovereign Lord pleaſeth, |
